H. C. Taylbi 
is a litelong personal fr^u! °£ Govr ^ 
nor Nash and presented tlio name ot 
Nash to the state convention two years 
aso when he was nominated. On the 
result at Columbus may depend impor- 
tant results for the Democrats also.

Johnson is making his start for the 
senatorship by running lor mayor, and 
in Toledo Mayor Sam Jozies is running 
lor a third term.

The Egyptian gallery at the Brit- 


sh museum has just, come into pos- 
session of the mummy of a mart which 
may well he the oldest known body 
of any human being. The facts con- 
cerning it axe briefly summed up in 
the .following inscription ;reproduced 
from'the case containing the mummy: 
Body of a man who was buried in a 
shallow oval grave hollowei out of 
sandstone on the west bank of the 
Nile, in Upper Egypt. Before' burial 
the body was treated with a prepara- 
tion of bitumen and was arranged in 
the posture in which it now lies, on 
its left side, with the hands before 
the face and the knees drawn up near- 
ly on. a level with tie chin. 
The 


grave (which 'has been roughly imi- 
tated by the model here exhibited) 
was covered with slabs of unworked 
stone, and in it beside the body were 
disposed flint knives and a number 
of vases partly filled with the remains 
and dust ot func-ral offerings.
